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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims as 
supported by the specification differs from the prior art in that it does not teach a 
process for welding a Ti and Cu material in which a Cu welding material, including a 
tertiary metal is interposed such that the tertiary metal (a) reduces a three-element 
eutectic temperature of the Ti, the Cu and the tertiary metal below a eutectic 
temperature of the Ti and Cu or (b) yields the formation of a liquid phase at a 
temperature that is lower than a two-element eutectic temperature between the Ti and 
the Cu and further that a solid and liquid coexist long enough to form a welding portion.
